POLICEMAN JOSEPH L. TISCHART 
SHOOTS YOUNG JOHN BURKE. 


‘Bluccoat, Seeking the Trice Who 
_ Rebbed William M. Lyon, Encoun- 
ters Victim and Two Compantons— 
They Shoot at Him as They Flee and 
He Returns the Fire with Fatal Et- 
fect—Plundered Man Identifies the 


John Burke, 17 years old, was shot and 
killed at 8 o’clock last night by Policeman 
Joseph L. Tischart of the Lake Street Sta- 
tion. He and two companions were fleeing 
in Austin avenue, near Elizabeth street. 
Three men just previously had held up and 
robbed William M. Lyon, a laundryman, at 
Ada street and Carroll avenue. The police- 
man believed Burke and his companions to 
be the robbers and pursued Burke 
died in the West Chicago Avenue patrol 
wagon while being taken to the County Hos- 
pital. His companions escaped. ; , 
Thomas Burke, the dead boy's father, in- 


sists that his son had nothing to do with the 


robbery and declares he can prove an alibi, 
Lyon identifies him as one of the robbers. 


Story of the Holdup. Baas: 
Lyon, who lives at 114 South Winchester 
avenue, was driving south in Ada street 
when the three footpads halted him. One 
stabbed his horse by the bridle while the 
other two held revolvers close to his face 
and demanded his money. They secured 
$5 and a gold watch and chain. Then they 
ordered Lyon to drive on and make no out- 
cry on pain of death. He hastened to com- 
ply with their demands. He drove to the 


nearest telephone and reported the affair to 


the Lake Street Station. 

Policeman Tischart, traveling his beat, 
heard of the robbery within three minutes 
after it occurred. He started on a run in 
the direction taken by the highwaymen. He 
was told that the men had gone east in Aus- 
tin avenue. Before he reached the tracks 
of the Pennsylvania railroad in Austin ave- 
nue near Elizabeth street he caught sight 
of three men, who started to run as they saw 
him running toward them. They were Burke 
ang his companions. 

“ Stop, or I will shoot,” the poHiceman cried.” 
Their answer was a shot from a revolver. 
Tischart fired twice quickly in response. 
Burke slightly slackened his pace, but ran 
until he reached the alley running north in 
the rear of his house, 328 Austin avenue. 
Tischart followed him into the alley and 
found him unconscious on the ground, just 
back of his father’s house. e 
The shooting attracted many residents of 
the locality. While they carried the body of 
the dying boy to the drug store of William 
Barth, 312 Grand avenue, Tischart hurried 
to a patrol box and called up the West 
Chicago Avenue Station. The wagon was 
sent at once.

Burke was carried to Dr. J. V. Fowler's

From there 
he was taken to the morgue, where he identi- 
fied the body of Burke as that of the man 
who had held the revolver to his head. From 
the description that he gave the detectives 
‘at the West Chicago Avenue Station sus- 
pected that Skinny Larson and Whitey“ 
Armstrong were Burke’s companions. Arm- 
strong is the elder, being about 21 years old. 
Burke is said to have just completed a hun- 
dred days’ sentence in the bridewell. 
Charles Rassmason, flagman for the Penn- 
sylvania road, saw the three footpads run 
east in Austin avenue. His description of 
the men agrees with that given by Lyon. 
He said that he did not have time to learn 
what the trouble was before he heard the 
shots. 

Policeman Tischart’s Statement. 
Policeman Tischart was inclined to think 
that he had only done his duty. He has 
been attached to the Lake Street Station 
for four years. For the last two nights he 
has been traveling as a plain clothes man.“ 
“T heard that the robbery had occurred 
about three minutes after it happened,“ he 
said, “ and I started right after them. As 
soon as they saw me they started torun. I 
khew then, of course, that they were the 
right people. I called to them to stop, but 
I only got a shot for my trouble. 


I had hit one of them. As I turned into the 
alley I fourd him lying unconscious. A 
crowd followed me and they carried him to 
the drug store while I called the patrol 


wagon.”

WRECK BURNING ON RERF. 


UNKNOWN SHIP ASHORE ON NEW- 


Passengers Can Be Seen Clinging to 
Rigsing and Making Signals for 
Help—Snow-Storm Is Raging and 
Weather Intensely Cold — Disaster 
‘Occurs at Fatal Part of North At- 
lantic Cohst—Tugs and Steamers 
to Rescue. | 


ST. JOHNS, N. F., Jan. 11.—A large steam- 
er believed to be a passenger ship, whose 
name cannot yet be ascertained, has been 
wrecked on a reef in St. Mary's Bay, about 
five miles from shore. Poss 
The vessel, which lies with its bows low in 
the water, is on fire aft. 

Several persons have been washed off the 
deck during the day. ) 

Just before nightfall others were descried 
in the rigging. It is feared that these will 
perish before daybreak. 

It is impossible to secure any further par- 
ticulays, nor can any be obtained before 
morning. 

Ashore in Snow-Storm. 

The wrecked steamship went ashore dur- 
ing a snow-storm this forenoon near Gull 
Island, in Peters River, St. Mary's Bay, a 
place noted for its shipwrecks. 

The local magistrate dispatched messen, 
gers to St. Mary’s harbor, which is the 
nearest telegraph station, to wire the au- 


thorities of the disaster and to arrange tor 


help, but the messengers had to travel six- 
teen miles over rough country roads, and 
did not reach St. Mary's until Tat night. 
They could only describe roughly the con- 
dition of the ship, which was bow on on 
the rogks, 

People Lashed to Rigging. 

The people on board were lashed to the 
rigging, and signaling for help, but no boat 
could live in the sea that was raging, al- 
though the fishermen there are the most 
daring on the coast, frequently risking their 
lives to save castaways.

Eighteen Deaths from the Epidemic at 
Honolulu Up to Jan. 5—The Dis- 
dase in Brazil. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 11.—[{Special.]— 
There were eighteen fatalities from bubonic 
plague in Honolulu up to Jan. 5. The Union 
steamship company’s steamer Moana 
brought the news today. 

The Moana came from Australia via Hono- 
lulu, but did not put into that port, fearing 
quarantine on arrival here. The news of the 
plague situation was communicated to the 
Moana’s officers by health officials of Hono- 
lulu, who came out in a tug. They said that on 
Jan. 4 three persons had died of the plague, 
bringing the total up to eighteen. One of

The health officers stated that 
against the plague was more vigorous than 
ever. The quarantine at the infected dis- 
trict in Honolulu is rigid, the guards hav- 
ing orders to shoot any one who tries to 
run the cordon. Every house in which a 
case of the black death has been discov- 
ered has been burned to the ground.

The increase in the prices of iron is the 
natural consequence of the excessive de- 
mand owing to the enormous development 
of German industries and the extensive new 
naval construction program now under way 
in all the shipyards of the continent.

In Milan the coal famine threatens to reach 
an acute stage. Many large factories have 
already closed and 3,000 workmen are idle.
